Claim Rejections - 35 USC § 102 

Claim28-30, 32-33, 36, 38-40, 43, 44 are 

rejected under 35 U.S.C. 102(b) as being anticipated by 

BLOUNT 5854309 

A first component of phosphoric acid and an amino condensation salt (column 3, line 
60; column 4, line 14) are combined with alkali metal and ammonia compounds (column 
5, E) and aluminum and silicates (column 5, G) and insect ( MOTH, termite) dry food 
sources ;cellulose, paper, wool, cotton, soy products & gelatin (column 4, lines 60-64). 
Acrylate polymers may be present (column 6, lines 23-35). 

The amine condensation component is from 10-200% of the composition (column 6, 
lines 23-34). PH adjusters are also present (column 5, E) as carboxylic acids. 

Sand, cellulose complexes are also present (column 5, G). The form as powder 
(Examples 1,2,8) are seen as the instant bait.
